2. Claims 1-2, 6-10, and 14-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard 
to Independent Claims 1 and 9, the Applicant has sufficiently amended and claimed a 
lamp adjuster/assembly, whereby the prior art fails to teach or suggest the combination 
of structural limitations claimed therein, specifically to the disposition of the varying 
components and wherein the actuation of the motor causes movement of the output 
shaft and the ball insert, while the rotation of the drive gear causes movement of the ball 
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insert without movement of the output shaft (note drawing below). Subsequent Claims 
2, 6-8, 10, and 14-16 are allowed due to dependency.
